Nearly 
all of us know that green is the color 
for the season of Pentecost because it 
symbolizes growth which is usually a good thing. 




on your growth. I don't expect anyone 
to go on a retreat and spend days or 
even weeks contemplating if they have 
grown spiritually over the last year. 
However, I encourage each reader to 
reflect on where they were spiritually 
at the beginning of the summer last 
year and compare it to where they are 
now. Remember, this reflection and the 
results will not increase or decrease 
God's love for you. It will, however, allow 
you to evaluate your relationship with 
God - and - as I recall, relationship is 
what God desires. 



Growth is certainly a good thing especially when 
we talk of spiritual growth. I am reasonably certain 
that many of the people reading this article have 
taken a "spiritual inventory." This "test" asks 
30 to 50 questions and from the responses the 
individual taking the test is given an idea of what 
spiritual gifts are most prevalent. I will never forget 
taking this test and saying to myself: "WOW, 
that's me?" To say there were some unexpected 
results is an understatement and paralleled 
several tests I took in college (at least from an 
unexpected results perspective). However, let's 
talk about growth and doing a "self-reflection" 



I mentioned that growth is usually a good thing 
because, well, there are certain things that we don't 
necessarily want growing: weeds would be one of 
them! One of the weeds in my life is all the clutter 
- the "noise" that surrounds me... the busyness 
that just gets in the way of my relationships. How 
many of us would love to spend more time with 
[you fill in the blank]. Yet, why don't we? Isn't it the 
clutter and busyness of life that gets in the way? If 
it, whatever you placed in the "blank," above, really 
were a priority or something urgent, wouldn't you 
do it? In my life it seems the urgent always gets in 
the way of the important. (I am almost positive I am 
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hijacking a comment made by some motivational 
speaker I heard somewhere.) Suppose you receive 
a call from a good friend and they say they really 
need to talk with you - it was a matter of life and 
death! The conversation needs to be in person and 
you must travel two hours, by car, to see them. 
Would you tell them you think you can be there by 
the end of the week? Of course not! You would be 
there as fast as the law allows (or maybe faster)! 
Isn't that what relationship is all about... being 
there for another. 

Was all this written to make you feel guilty? Of 
course not! It was to make you aware of the love 
God has for each one of us! God makes it a priority. 
Many of you know that I was in the hospital in mid- 
April. There were many times that I prayed and I 
never questioned if God was listening. As is my 
experience, God didn't do exactly what I requested 
- Thank you, Lord! God had a better plan that 
was much more beneficial. However and most 
importantly, I never heard God say: "Wait a second, 
I am on the other line, I'll be with you in a minute!" 
Even though I am not as faithful as I would like 
(weeds get in my life more often than I would really 
like), God is faithful and loves us so much. 



Summer is a time of growth. Growth is occasionally 
facilitated by trimming. I encourage each reader, 
sometime during the month of June (maybe in 
the midst of reading this article), to step back 
from the "hubbub of daily life" and reflect on your 
relationship with God (Father, Son, and Holy Spirit) 
and survey the ground around you for weeds. How 
might your relationship with God be strengthened? 
How might your relationship with loved ones be 
strengthened? What weeds need to be pulled? 
Are there some weeds that need to be sprayed 
because they are just too big to be pulled? What 
weeds are not even on your property - but - for 
some reason you feel they need tending.

To quote the immortal words of Charlie Brown: 
"Good Grief!" It seems that everything we do 
is stewardship. Yet, that is exactly why we, as 
humans are here on the planet. Let's carefully 
consider what was said by God in Genesis 1:28 
"God blessed them [male and female] and said 
to them, 'Be fruitful and increase in number; fill 
the earth and subdue it. Rule over the fish of 
the sea and the birds of the air and over every 
living creature that moves on the ground/" 
Men and women received God's blessing 

- how wonderful is that! They also received 
specific direction: subdue the earth, rule over 
fish, birds, and every living creature - what 
an awesome responsibility! My bible has the 
following note: "As God's representatives in the 
creaturely realm, they (humans) are stewards 
of God's creatures. They are not to exploit, 
waste or despoil them, but care for them and 
use them in the service of God and humankind." 
So, as stewards of what God has given us, how 
are we doing?\ 

In the first three chapters of Mark Allen Powell's 
book Giving to God, we learned that faithful 
stewardship involves giving to God as 1) an act 
of worship; 2) an expression of our faith; and 
3) a discipline of spiritual growth. Thinking 
back over the passed several months, allow 
me to ask three questions: Have you made 
stewardship an act of worship? Have you 
expressed your faith through stewardship? 
Have you grown spiritually because of your 
stewardship? Remember, these are not "test 
questions" where your salvation is in jeopardy. 
We must always remember that God loves us 
where we are. ..in fact that love is so great that 
God will not leave us in the midst of where 
we are! Our stewardship becomes an act of 
worship in how we manage our finances, how 
we care for our families and others outside 
ourselves, how we care for our environment 

- both locally and globally. It is when we come 



to realize that we don't own anything! After 
some significant thought we come to realize 
that God has just allowed us the use of the 
things we have around us. While I may have 
title to my car, God is the ultimate owner! 
That is probably not going to be a really good 
defense if we fail to change the oil and the 
engine "seizes" and will not run. We cannot 
say - well, the owner just never changed the 
oil! We are after all the stewards of the car and 
we must be practical about it. I don't know 
of too many times where God said to be naive 
about things. As I recall Paul encourages the 
Corinthians to "stop thinking like children. In 
regard to evil be infants, but in your thinking 
be adults." (1 Cor 14:20). If we are thinking 
as adults regarding stewardship we are caring 
for things not exploiting them. Finally, spiritual 
growth in stewardship is tough. ..it requires 
exercise. Ever notice how those that have a 
job that requires hard, physical work labor 
have muscles in places we don't even have 
places! Well, that would be because they 
exercise. Spiritual growth is similar but very 
different from working hard or lifting weights. 
Spiritual growth, reading God's word exercises 
us - and - often stretches us - but - ultimately 
strengthens us to face the difficult tasks that 
befall all of us! 

So where is all this taking us? It is allowing us 
to become better stewards of what God has lent 
us for our journey here on earth. It is preparing 
us to facilitate and not exploit the physical and 
spiritual riches God has blessed us with. It is 
also taking advantage of the opportunities that 
God presents for us to learn and participate 
in the richness of life God has provided. I 
cannot encourage you more strongly.. .please 
take advantage of every opportunity that God 
provides to learn more about God and the 
wonderful environment God has graciously 
given to each member of the human family. 
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God's spirit is on me. He chose me to preach the message of Good News to the poor, sent me to announce the 
pardon of prisoners and recovery of sight to the blind, to set the burdened and battered free, to announce, "This 
is God's year to act!" Luke 4:18-19
